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Campaign to save iconic cafe

CAMPAIGNERS are 
hoping to save one of 
Bridport’s most iconic 
buildings from develop¬ 
ers after plans for its sale 
were announced. 

A petition on the social 
networking site Face- 
book has begun in 
earnest as fans of the 
Cafe Royal strive to keep 
developers and potential 
demolition of the build¬ 
ing at bay. 


A number of people 
have come out to defend 
the cafe, which is part of 
a larger building on Tan¬ 
nery Road due to be auc¬ 
tioned on behalf of West 
Dorset District Council. 

The building, which 
consists of five units, 
some of which are let, 
has a guide price of 
£150,000. 

It is one of a number of 
WDDC assets due for 


sale as they try to raise 
£1.5 million. 

Bridport artist Kit 
Glaisyer, who has painted 
the iconic cafe on numer¬ 
ous occasions, is leading 
the campaign. 

Mr Glaisyer said: “Ever 
since I painted the cafe 
I’ve had a huge response 
from the public, and ob¬ 
viously that it is an im¬ 
portant building in many 
respects. I love it myself. 

“I pass it on my bike 
everyday so I see it in all 
weathers, night and day, 
and it has just got a really 
good quality. 

“Yes, it’s a bit run down 
but it maintains that wel¬ 
coming quality and char¬ 
acter about it. 

“It would be a major 
project, no two ways 
about it, but a celebrity 
chef could buy it. It needs 
someone to come in and 


be willing to invest in it. 
It would be very short¬ 
sighted to let it be 
knocked down. It would 
be a blow to what makes 
Bridport so good. 

“We’ve still got a com¬ 
munity and a big part of 
that is it relies on devel¬ 
opment that are sympa¬ 
thetic to the community.” 

The building currently 
houses ‘sitting tenants’ 
Bee-line taxis, who have 
been there almost 20 
years, as well as the cafe, 
which recently went 
through a several thou¬ 
sand pound make-over. 

Both tenants’ leases will 
be passed onto the new 
owner when the property 
is sold. 

Both companies refused 
to comment on the auc¬ 
tion, which could poten¬ 
tially see them evicted if 
the new owner has re-de¬ 
velopment plans. It is 
thought the roof will need 
around £10,000 of work. 

WDDC ’ s Executive 
Committee approved the 
sale of the property on an 
‘open market’ basis in 
April 2005 as part of the 
proposal to provide 100 
per cent affordable hous¬ 
ing on the council land at 
Flaxhayes. 

The sale would have 
proceeded as part of the 
redevelopment of the 
South West Quadrant, but 
when the planning appli¬ 
cation for this scheme 
failed it was decided to 
proceed with an inde¬ 


pendent sale for Tannery 
Road site. 

District council Techni¬ 
cal Services manager 
Steve Woollard said: 
“The Tannery Road 
buildings are beyond 
economic repair, largely 
empty and an eyesore. 

“Re-development of the 
site will provide a new 


building which will 
greatly improve the char¬ 
acter of the area. 

“The re-development 
will be controlled 
through the council’s 
planning policies which 
were developed in con¬ 
sultation with local com¬ 
munity and examined 
through the Local Plan 


enquiry in 2006. 

“We have contacted the 
existing tenants, and also 
informed local council¬ 
lors and the town council 
about the situation.” 

He added: “Any re-de- 
velopment by future 


owners will need to go 
through the normal plan¬ 
ning process, and meet 
the council’s usual plan¬ 
ning and affordable hous¬ 
ing requirements.

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FELICITY Perkin, is looking forward to a busy 
year ahead after a successful first three months 
at Felicity's Farm Shop in Morecombelake. 

Having previously run stalls at various garden 
shows and the Dorset Garden Party shop in 
Charmouth, Felicity opened the doors to Felic¬ 
ity's Farm Shop last November. 

The shop breathed new life into the former 
Frodshams garage building, which had stood 
empty for a number of years. 

Felicity decided it was "now or never" after the 
death of two close family members and so, with 
the help of sister Penny and son Tom, she 
opened the farm shop. 

Felicity had previously spent 20 years working 
as a Nurse Practioner for Dr Becker's Medical 
Centre in Charmouth. 

The farm shop stocks local produce as well as 
offering garden accessories, a range of plants 
and herbs, animal feed and fuel for home fires. 

The shop also offers a take away service, 
named "The Filling Station" providing hot food 
and daily specials made with local produce. 


■ WHAT has the reaction been like since you 
opened? 

It’s been very positive. Everybody has been absolutely 
great, really encouraging. Loads of people have been up 
to see us and they have been really nice. We’ve had lots 
of suggestions about what we could do or what we might 
think of stocking, which we have tried to accommodate 
as much as we can. We need to know what people want 
and we are quite happy to get it. 

■ WHAT are your plans at the shop this year? 

We are hoping that it’s going to get bigger and better. We 
have got some frozen food arriving this week and we are 
hoping that the take away will really start to produce lots 
more. We are also hoping that everyone will be able to sit 
outside once the weather improves. There are eight pallets 
of compost arriving this week and pots and seeds and all 
sorts of things so lots more gardening stuff, which I know 
a lot more about. We are hoping to embark on all sorts of 
things. 

■ HAS running your own farm shop always been the 
dream? 

I’ve been a nurse for nearly 30 years and then for the last 
few years things have been a bit tricky. My elderly mum, 
who lived with me, died and then that same year my older 
sister died, she was only 56, and that was horrible. My 
son Harry was diagnosed with type one diabetes so he has 
to take insulin every single day. So having to deal with 
all that at home and then having to go to the surgery was 



a bit difficult. Penny and I were always going to have a 
tearoom one day with roses round the door so we thought 
we’d better hurry up and do it before it was too late. 


■ IS running this building a lot different to the 
Dorset Garden Party? 

This is absolutely huge, it’s really very scary. It’s a huge 
building to fill, I’m responsible for an awful lot of staff 
and I know the horticulture bit but the food is completely 
new. I know vaguely about farming and I know an awful 
lot about growing things but its very different. It’s a chal¬ 
lenge but I’m enjoying it. 

■ HAS the harsh winter affected you? 

It’s difficult, we opened on November 10th, which was 
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a beautiful day and I think we had the most horrendous 
gales after that and we suddenly realised that some of our 
plans for maybe a bit of a pergola or something were just 
not going to work. It was so cold and everybody was ab¬ 
solutely brilliant, the staff and the customers, because it 
really was horrid and I can’t afford to heat the place prop¬ 
erly. They all put on tonnes of clothes and just got on with 
it, it was brilliant. I think we became a municipal car park 
for all of Ryall and all the people who’d come on holiday 
and were staying in the National Trust cottages parked 
here so that was nice. I think it probably helped us in 
terms of sales of logs and coal and potatoes and stewing 
steak that sort of thing. Christmas was lovely and lots of 
people ordered a turkey from us. We’d only been open 
for a few weeks and they entrusted us with their Christ¬ 
mas lunch and it was really kind, we are very grateful for 
that. 

■ DO you think people are pleased to see this build¬ 
ing back in use? 

I think so, from the feedback I get. It’s a very unprepos¬ 
sessing building from the outside and they come in and 
think ‘wow’ and they say I remember coming here for an 
MOT. Everybody remembers it and I think everybody is 
very pleased to see it back in use. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

I used to read all the time and in the last few years I don’t 
think I’ve had time to read a book. My favourite books 
are Angela Thirkell’s books, they follow on from Trol¬ 
lope’s books about Barchester but she brought them up 
to modern times. I can’t remember the last time I went to 
the pictures and I usually fall asleep when I start watching 
a film. My favourite film always used to be Where Eagles 
Dare but I don’t know if it still is to be honest. I’ve got 
an old Fleetwood Mac CD on in the car at the moment.

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Discount rates for market traders next month 


A BUMPER year for Bridport's street market will see 
traders rewarded with discount rates throughout 
February. 

The town council has decided to introduce a flat 
fee of £5 to all regular stall holders, no matter the size 
of the pitch, after raking in a profit of £71,779 from 
the market in 2010. 

All registered traders will benefit every Wednesday 
from the initiative throughout February after a talks 
between council and MarketTrading Federation rep¬ 
resentatives. 

Up to December 31 st last year the market brought 
in a total of £93,572 into the council coffers, up from 
£79,493 the previous year. 

Members of the Finance and General Purposes 
Committee heard how the income, primarily from 
the street market, meant they were on target to bal¬ 
ance this year's budget. 

The offer of the £5 rate is a direct result of last year's 
good trading. The new fee will replace the normal 
winter rates whereby the trader pays according to 
the size of his stall; so at the current time a 10 foot 
pitch costs £7.50. 

Town surveyor, Daryl Chambers, said: "The cost of

the pitch depends on the size of the stall, they all 
vary, but if they come throughout February and 


want extra space it's still the same flat fee. It's an at¬ 
tempt to boost the market in what is normally the 
worst month of the year. 

"It's just to reward our regular traders as we have 
had a good year and are looking to help as well. 

"The casual traders that turn up won't get a con¬ 


cession because they are not our bread and butter. 
The regular traders are the ones we want to reward, 
they are the back bone of the market." 

The town will also increase its promotion of the 
market this year to encourage more casual traders 
to attend on Wednesdays and Saturdays.

Bridport teenager 

TRIBUTES have been paid to the Bridport teenager 
who died in a car crash. Seventeen-year-old Tash 
Samways died when the BMW car she was travelling in 
crashed on the B3157 coast road between Weymouth 
and Portesham. No other cars were involved. 

The former Beaminster School pupil was a rear seat 
passenger in the car when it lost control on a bend near 
the turning to Langton Herring. 

The 21-year-old driver, Jamie Griffiths, suffered seri¬ 
ous but not life-threatening injuries and was taken to 
Dorset County Hospital. 

Two other men aged 18 and 25-years-old who had 
been passengers in the car were taken to the same hos¬ 
pital before being released. 

Tash lived in Orchard Avenue, Bridport with her fam¬ 
ily. 

The emergency services were called to the B3157 at 
Whitmoor Coppice next to Langton Herring on Thurs¬ 
day, January 20th. Police are appealing for witnesses to 
the collision which happened at 12:48am.

Budget cuts to hit 
council employees 


BUDGET cuts within cash 
strapped Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil will leave employees forced 
to take unpaid leave and accept 
reduced overtime pay. 

The county council's employ¬ 
ees will be forced into 24 days 
unpaid leave split equally be¬ 
tween 2012 and 2013 as it aims 
to find £54.9 million savings by 
2013-14. 

Payments for overtime, night, 
weekend, bank holiday, and 
standby working will also be re¬ 
duced. 

Proposals to change terms 
and conditions aims to save the 
council at least £4.4m (in each 
full year) from January 2012. 

The measures are to be re¬ 
viewed in December 2013, but 
will be subject to the council 
being in a better financial posi¬ 
tion. 

Any equalities issues will be 
analysed during a consultation 
period, which will end on April 
26th 2011. 

DCC's Chief Executive David 
Jenkins said: "It is a difficult and 
anxious time for staff. 

"Savings of this level are un¬ 
precedented and will inevitably 
lead to the council having to 
manage with fewer people. 

"By reviewing the terms and 
conditions of employees, we 
hope to be able to protect serv¬ 
ices and reduce the number of 
further redundancies required." 

The bulk of the council's sav¬ 
ings must come in 2011/12, 
with it needing to find savings 
of £31.1 million when it sets its 
budget next month - up £4mil- 
lion from the expected 
£27.1 million. 

Savings are being proposed 
from across the county council's 
budgets and the workforce will 
be significantly reduced. As far 
as possible, this will be through 
freezing vacancies and through 
voluntary redundancies. 

There will, however, need to 
be some compulsory redun¬ 


dancies. 

In order to keep these to a 
minimum, savings are being 
sought from staff's terms and 
conditions of employment 
across the board. 

DCC's Member for Corporate 
Resources Spencer Flower said: 
"We see this as a constructive 
way forward in dealing with our 
financial challenges and in 
doing so preserving jobs and 
services. 

"It is crucial that we seek to 
save as much as possible in 
ways that protect jobs and the 


valuable services we provide for 
the people of Dorset. 

"The public quite rightly ex¬ 
pect us to do all we can to pro¬ 
tect frontline services, and 
these proposals are part of that. 

"We will of course be talking in 
detail with staff and trade 
unions about the plans before 
any final decisions are made." 

Detailed budget proposals for 
2011/12 will go before the Cab¬ 
inet on February 2nd, before 
final decisions are made by all 
45 members of the county 
council on February 17th.

Dorset County Hospital and Poole Hospital are leading the ‘Piecing 
It Together’ project, which will culminate in a free learning event 
being held in February, bringing together families, professionals, vol¬ 
unteers and community groups to develop skills and knowledge. 

Lead nurse for paediatrics at Dorset County Hospital, Allison Ryder, 
said: “The death of a child is a devastating experience that has a per¬ 
manent impact on everyone involved. 

“We would like to get in touch with people who have been affected 
by the death of a child or young person and would be willing to share 
their experience or contribute to a learning event being held across 
Dorset. 

“A key part of learning will be the contribution from anyone who 
has experienced the death of a child or young person under 21. We are 
appealing for parents, siblings, grandparents, or friends to work with 
us to help us understand and learn from their experience. 

“We understand that this will be a very personal experience and 
everyone will feel able to contribute in different ways. We would wel¬ 
come any type of contribution - this could be a letter, poem, picture, 
blog, video, discussion group or even a presentation.”

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Street lights cost cutting 
plan deemed 'unrealistic' 


COST cutting plans to switch off 
Bridport's street lights have been 
branded "unrealistic" by councillors. 

The county council want to push 
ahead with the night-time switch- 
off scheme for all residential street 
lights in a bid to save £187,000 a 
year across the county. 

The scheme, which has been rub¬ 
ber stamped at county level, will 
see the town's outlying minor roads 
and footpaths of the town left with¬ 
out lighting. 

The scheme will not affect traffic 
routes, town centres, areas with 
high crime rates or others with sig¬ 
nificant highway use after mid¬ 
night. 

By switching all residential street 
lights off between midnight and 
5:30am, the council hopes to save 
10 per cent of its annual energy bill. 
Similar programmes have been im¬ 
plemented by local authorities 
across the UK. 

However, BridportTown Council¬ 
lors voiced a number of concerns 
during their Finance and General 
Purposes Committee meeting, the 
biggest being the safety and wel¬ 
fare of the town's residents. 

Councillor Dave Rickard said: "I 
thinkthe midnight cut off is unreal¬ 
istic. It even seems to me a little bit 
back to front. Certainly during the 
winter people will need lights." 

He highlighted an incident in 
Skilling last year when there was a 
attack while the lights were turned 
off for maintenance work. 

Headded:"Turn on lights we need 
and leave those we don't need."

Councillor Francis McKenzie said: 
"Some residential areas are not so 
very nice areas and we do need the 
lights on there. We do not want to 
be walking around in the dark. 

"What about the people working 
at night, either coming home or 
getting up incredible early to go to 
work?" 

The energy saving scheme for 
switching off most street lights after 
midnight in residential areas has 
been approved by Dorset County 
Council's Cabinet. 

The full 'part night burning' pro¬ 
gramme follows an earlier trial in 
some rural villages and is a direct 
result of the 23 per cent reduction 
in Government grants to the county 
council. 

Bridport town surveyor Daryl 
Chambers said:"The flaw to the sys¬ 
tem is you cannot really turn inde¬ 
pendent lights off, only zones, so 
we just need more details. We've 
gone back to the county council 
and asked them for the cost saving 
for the town." 


Last June a consultation was held 
in the town to discuss plans for 
hundreds of street lamps to be 
moved or replaced to curb crime 
and anti-social behaviour in the 
town during a multi-million pound 
modernisation programme. 

A meeting at the time heard how 
millions of pounds would poten¬ 
tially be spent on switching 860 
streetlights across the town from 
orange to white. 

The meeting also heard how £108 
million - secured through a central 
government grant - was set side for 
the 25-year project throughout 
Dorset, but streets currently with¬ 
out lighting would remain in the 
dark. 

Mike Harden, the county council's 
chief engineer, said: "The county 
council's private finance initiative 
street lighting replacement pro¬ 
gramme should secure energy sav¬ 
ings of approximately 15 per cent. 

"However, we now need to obtain 
larger reductions in our energy bill. 

"Several options were put to 
members but the part night opera¬ 
tion of most residential roads deliv¬ 
ers the required savings." 


■ EVERY year, the county council uses approximately 18.4 mega 
watts of electricity to power almost 42,000 streetlights, illuminated 
signs and bollards across Dorset. 

This produces approximately 8,000 tonnes of carbon dioxide and 
costs approximately £1.87 million a year. 

Part night burning of street lights cannot be undertaken where 
there is a legal duty to provide street lighting, such as next to a traffic- 
calming feature. 

The scheme will require the assistance and input of most town and 
parish councils, to identify any roads that need to remain lit all night. 


Town council finances 'healthy' 


BRIDPORT Town Council is bucking the trend shown at 
the higher levels of local government by reporting 
“healthy and robust” finances for 2011. 

Whilst cuts continue to rock the county and district 
councils, members of BTC heard how their budget was 
set to balance this year. 

However, they were warned to stay prudent as local 
services could be forced into their control and large scale 
projects in the town would leave the budget susceptible 
to unexpected costs. 

Speaking at the Finance and General Purposes Commit¬ 
tee, town clerk Bob Gillis said: “Overall, the budget at 
the current time is robust and healthy, but in taking deci¬ 
sions this year, members do need to bear in mind future 
developments. 

“In particular, members should also be aware that it is 
likely over the next year or so that the town council may 
be asked to consider funding more local services, bearing 
in mind the budgetary pressures on the principal councils 
and the potential impact of the Localism Bill.” 

A report to councillors stated that in looking at its level 
of precept to fund the budget the main priority for the 
next year would be the delivery of the Town Hall Her¬ 
itage and Conservation Project. 

It was therefore not recommended that many external 
new projects were undertaken in 2011/12. 

The report stated: “The town council has previously, 
prudently, set aside reserves to help fund this work, but 
members need to bear in mind that when those reserves 
are spent, there will be an impact both on the council’s 
income (through reduced interest) and the balances that 
will be available to meet any unexpected calls on fund¬ 
ing.” 

A draft budget has been discussed with Best Value, 
Scrutiny and Town Plan Sub Committee members to 
allow the town council to deliver its core services as well 
as continuing to develop and deliver other projects in line 
with the Town Plan. 

Councillors also heard how it was possible they would 
have to find additional funding to meet the costs of the 
town centre replacement lighting. 


Although £12,000 has been earmarked for the project 
at this stage, the council’s desire for heritage lighting 
could mean they will be required to find additional fund¬ 
ing, possible from within its budget reserves. 

The potential additional costs of providing heritage 
style lighting could be over £40,000 with each column 
costing in the region of £1,000.

"I had been interested in 
the fire service for some 
time, but it was talking to 
pals Martin Cox, who had 
joined two years earlier, and 
Nigel Challis who I used to 
go to judo with, and had 
joined just before me. 

"Donald Knight was the 
Station Officer then and the 
headquarters were in South 
Street where the library is 
now." 

Reflecting on how things 
were when he joined up, he 
said: "So much has changed. 
When I started there were a 
lot of thatched roof fires; 
now there are lots of fires in¬ 
volving toxins and danger¬ 
ous chemicals, and a lot

more road accidents. 

"I guess part of the attrac¬ 
tion was never knowing 
what you were going to face 
each time, and the satisfac¬ 
tion at the end of the call 
that you had done a good 
job and hopefully helped 
someone, although that 
wasn't always the case. I 
never looked for promotion; 
I got great satisfaction from 
being'hands on'." 

Rob listed the fire on board 
a ship off Portland in the 
early 1980s as one of the 
biggest he had attended: 
"We were there for a week!" 

He also recalls the 
Northover & Gilbert ware¬ 
house fire in Gundry Lane in 
the mid 1990s that could be 
seen for miles around Brid- 
port. 

His scariest moment was 
when, with Sid Bulled, they 
entered a building using 
breathing apparatus. They 
had just searched a bedroom 
and returned to the landing 
when the bedroom floor col¬ 
lapsed. 

And the funniest? "One of 
the funniest must be when 
we were called to a house 


where a lady had got her leg 
trapped down the side of the 
armchair. She had been 
standing on the arm trying 
to change a light bulb and 
had slipped. Her foot had be¬ 
come entangled in the 
springs and trapped her foot, 
and our only option was to 
cut up the armchair. 

"Apparently she had been 
there all day before the 
alarm was raised, and her 
first action when we freed 
her was to run to the loo!" 

Rob concluded:"! will miss 
the lads and their comrade¬ 
ship, but it gives me more 
time with my music; I play 
the drums and the saxo¬ 
phone; and I will have more 
time to spend in the garden." 

Rob officially left the 
Dorset Fire and Rescue Serv¬ 
ice on New Year's Eve and 
was presented with a plaque 
commemorating his service 
from Chief Fire Officer Dar¬ 
ren Gunter at a ceremony at 
the new station in Sea Road 
South. 

His colleagues at the Brid- 
port station brought him a 
new bike as a leaving pres¬ 
ent which will allow Rob to 
spend more time with an¬ 
other of his hobbies, cycling."

A COLOURFUL and 
“magical” nine metre long 
mural depicting the Spirit 
of Bridport has been un¬ 
veiled. 

Over 60 children from 
the town’s schools have 
been instrumental in the 
painting of hoardings sur¬ 
rounding the £1,395,174 
restoration project of the 
Town Hall. 

Children from Bridport, 
St Mary’s and St Cather¬ 
ine’s primary schools 
worked with local artist 
Sarah Butterworth to cre¬ 
ate the huge mural.

“The children went out 
for half a day and sketched 
their favourite buildings 
and bought them back and 
I tried to incorporate the 
building into the mural. 
Then the children came 
back for the whole day to 
do the painting. 


“In developing the Town 
Hall mural I really wanted 
to reflect the spirit of Brid¬ 
port by producing some¬ 
thing attractive and 
magical to both inspire 
visitors, and make local 
people feel proud of their 
neighbourhood.”

Callan Morgan, 11, helped 
paint the West Street sec¬ 
tion. She said: “It was re¬ 
ally fun.

GINGER the dog has fi¬ 
nally found a caring 
home, months after her 
owners allegedly aban¬ 
doned her. 

Since the German Spitz 
Mittel cross dog captured 
the country’s imagination 
and hearts last September 
she has been staying at 
Woodland Kennels in 
Bridport. 

The country was 
gripped by Ginger’s 
story when CCTV 
footage showed her 
being abandoned and 
limping and pining after 
her owners as they sped 
away in a car. 

Now big-hearted John 
Steele has promised to 
care for Ginger after 
watching her plight on 
television. 

Mr Steele, who lives 
alone in Southampton, 
said he hoped Ginger 
would be a “very good 
companion” for him. 

He said: “I saw Ginger 
on CCTV. It was so grim 
to see her dumped, and 
that was it really. 

“She could have quite 
easily been run over or 
caused an accident. The 
people who dumped her 
should have had more 
thought than they did. 

“I’ve a nice comfort¬ 
able home and garden 
and plenty of time to give 
the dog. I’m very hon¬ 
oured to be chosen to 
look after her. I didn’t ex¬ 
pect to get her at all. 

“It’s so nice to have her. 
I’ll make sure she has a 
lovely home and a great 
life and hopefully we can 
grow old together.” 

Ginger had to have her 
claws treated after they 
had grown into her paws 
after being neglected. 

She was picked up by 
Weymouth & Portland 
Borough Council’s Dog 
Warden and taken to 
Woodland Kennels. 

Kennels owner Mary 
Bull said: “We look after 
the local area’s strays and 
re-home the ones not re¬ 
claimed. 

“With Ginger it took 
longer than usual be¬ 
cause we had to get a li¬ 
cence from the RSPCA 


to re-home her. We had 
Mr Steele visit a few 
times before to meet Gin¬ 
ger, to see how they got 
on.” 

Speaking of why Gin¬ 
ger’s story captured the 
country’s imagination, 
Mrs Bull said: “I think 
with the general public 
seeing Ginger on camera 
and watching the people 
driving away and her try¬ 
ing to follow really tore 
at people heart strings.” 

She added: “Ginger 
will be missed here at 
Woodland Kennels, but I 
am glad that she is going 
to a loving new home. 

“Unfortunately there 
are many other dogs out 


there with a similar story, 
who are unable to tell it 
themselves.” 

She urged anyone read¬ 
ing to consider taking a 
stray from one of the 
many charities out there, 
adding: “Adopting an un¬ 
wanted dog can be in¬ 
credibly rewarding.” 

Councillor Ian James, 
Brief Holder for Com¬ 
munity Safety, said: “I 
am so glad that Ginger 
has found a loving new 
home. 

“Her story highlights 
the case of many other 
abandoned dogs, and this 
is a growing problem na¬ 
tionally. 

“I would like to encour¬ 


age people out there who 
have been touched by 
Ginger’s story and are 
thinking about getting a 
dog, to adopt a stray from 
one of the many rescue 
charities who are cur¬ 
rently overwhelmed by 
abandoned pets. 

“I would like to offer 
my sincere thanks to the 
Council’s dog wardens 
Ian Lewis and Chris 
Robertson, and also 
Mary Bull who has 
looked after Ginger at 
her kennels and helped to 
find her a ‘forever 
home’. 

“I am delighted that 
Ginger will now receive 
the love and affection 
that her previous owners 
were unable to give her.”

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Drink drive results show 
young drivers risk lives 


A TOTAL of 90 drivers were ar¬ 
rested in Dorset during the Christ¬ 
mas drink drive campaign between 
December 1st and January 1st — 
with almost 40 per cent of those ar¬ 
rested being men under the age of 
30. 

During the campaign there were 
increased traffic patrols, as well as 
road-side checks, and every driver 
who was involved in a collision 
during the period was breath tested 
- irrespective of whether they were 
suspected of drink driving or not. 

All except 15 of the 90 people ar¬ 
rested were men, with one third of 
all the arrested people under the 
age of 25. 

The youngest person to be ar¬ 
rested during the campaign was 17 
and the oldest was 73. 

Officers carried out 943 breath 
tests across the county during the 
campaign - this figure is lower 
than previous years due to the se¬ 


vere winter weather driving condi¬ 
tions experienced during Decem¬ 
ber 2010. 

Chief Inspector Bob Nichols, of 
the Dorset Police Traffic Unit, 
said: “I’m pleased that the number 
of people arrested dropped for this 
year’s campaign compared to last 
year, when 103 drivers were ar¬ 
rested. 

“The number of breath tests car¬ 
ried out over the campaign is lower 
than in previous years due to the 
treacherous winter driving condi¬ 
tions in December that saw fewer 
motorists take to the roads. 

“However, these figures show 
that a minority of drivers are still 
willing to risk their lives, and the 
lives of other innocent motorists, 
by choosing to drink and drive. 

“I’m particularly concerned at 
the large number of younger driv¬ 
ers who we continue to see risking 


their lives by drinking and driv¬ 
ing.” 

Although the Christmas drink 
drive campaign is now over, 
Dorset Police is reminding drivers 
that they still face being caught if 
they choose to drink and drive. 

Chief Inspector Nichols contin¬ 
ued: “My advice to drivers is sim¬ 
ple - don’t get behind the wheel 
after drinking any alcohol at all. 
Even one drink can impair your 
ability to drive. 

“If a member of the public sus¬ 
pects someone is driving under the 
influence of alcohol or drugs, they 
should dial 999 immediately and 
report the details to the police so 
that we can intercept that vehicle.” 

The legal consequences of being 
caught drink driving include a min¬ 
imum 12 month driving ban, a 
criminal record, up to six months 
in prison and a fine of up to 
£5,000.

Geoff Petherick said: “I am absolutely delighted that 
we have been able to appoint such a high calibre team 
of directors to support our Chief Executive. These are 
challenging times and these four senior posts are cru¬ 
cial to the future success of the two councils.” 

West Dorset District Council Leader Robert Gould 
said: “These key appointments are the latest step in the 
work to bring our two workforces together. 

“The savings we make will be used to protect and 
develop front line services, even in the severe financial 
climate the two councils face as a result of the national 
spending review. We will be stronger and leaner to¬ 
gether.” 

The joint workforce will deliver services to 162,000 
residents, over 6,100 businesses and the millions of 
visitors to the areas governed by West Dorset District 
Council and Weymouth & Portland Borough Council. 

The councils will continue to be two separate author¬ 
ities, each setting its own budget and council tax. Both 
will still be able to deliver the services that local peo¬ 
ple want in the way that is most appropriate for their 
area. 

The next steps in the programme to bring the two 
workforces together will be to appoint service man¬ 
agers, plus a lead for the councils’ involvement in the 
2012 sailing events.

Silver for Blake at World Champs 

DORCHESTER'S Paul Blake has struck silver in his first event at 
the IPC World Championships in Auckland, New Zealand. 

The 21-year-old completing in his first major international 
took a hard-fought silver medal in the T36 1500m and looked 
like he might win it with 200m to go, but was eventually 
beaten by Russia's Artem Arefyev, the experienced World 
Record holder and multiple Paralympic Games gold medallist. 

Having sat comfortably with the leaders through the early 
stages, Blake broke clear with just under two laps to go and 
soon had a clear gap on the chasing pair, but with 200m to go, 
the 26-year-old Arefyev raced back into contention and as the 
pair entered the home straight he pushed on to take the vic¬ 
tory in 4:40.17 from Blake in 4:41:66. 

"I thought I had him but my legs just gave up," admitted 
Blake. "I'd obviously have loved to win it and maybe I broke 
too soon, but silver is amazing and I'm really happy. I know I've 
got a lot more to give." 

Blake now looks towards the 800m heats on Wednesday and 
the final on Thursday (27th) for which he has the fastest 
recorded time this season, although he will once again be up 
against the Russian. 

His mother Kate said from their home in Charlton Down: 

• "Arefyev is a very experienced athlete, and we thought he 
must be in good form because he did not post any times ear¬ 
lier in the season. But Paul is thrilled with the silver and looking 
forward to the challenge." 

He competes in his third event, the 400m, on Friday (heats) 
and Saturday (final) for which he has the fourth fastest time in
